The first regular session of the 
seventeenth Parliament was opened 
in Ottawa-last week, and it promises 
to’ be of more than usual interest, 
For the first time since their stun- 
ning defeat in July last, the opposi- 
tion leaders may be expected to un- 
limber all their heavy artillery 
against the new government. Trade 
depression. and a huge deficit will 
give them ammunition and they will 
attack vigorously, no doubt, the 
tariff policy of the administration. 

Taxation. and tariff revision will 
attract the most attention. The 
country faces a deficit of $100,000,- 
000 and steps will have to be taken 
to make this up. Increased taxa- 
tion is not popular, but new or high- 
er taxes appear pnavoidable. It is 
possible, too, the government will re- 
sort to borrowing ito tide over a 
difficult situation. f] 

Premier Bennett gave notice in the 
short session last September that 
tariff revision upward will be ex- 
tensive at the regular session. A 
general adjustment of the general 
tariff is anticipated, and it cannot 
be said the government lecks man- 
date to increase duties generally. It 
is freely predicted that the prime 
minister will introduce @ turnover 
- tax to narrow the breach between 
’ yevenue and expenditure. Among 

the more important measures, outside 
of tariff revision, which may be look- 
ed for are amendments of the Old 
Age Pensions bill increasing the fed- 
- eral contribution, and a measure for 
restoring grants for technical educa- 
tion discontinued by tthe . previous 
administration. 

TheNationalization of radio may 
not be dealt with this session, owing 
to the claim of three provinces to 
: junisdiction over broadcasting within 
. their own domain. ‘The matter is 
\ likely to be referred to the Privy 
Council for .final determination and 
in the meatime federal legislation 
on the Aird report will be deferred. 
._ The new administration has been 
devoting a lot‘of attention to ‘the 
possibility’ of greatly reducing the 
cost of civih administration. It is 
— hinted, for instance, that no succes- 
sgr will be appointed to W. W. Cory, 
for many years deputy minister of 
the interior, Two assistant depu- 
ties in the justice department will re- 
tire and. will not be replaced. The 
same principle of retrenchment will 
be applied to all the departments, 
and .all departmental estimates will 
. be-serutinized clesely. 

The length of the session will de- 
pend to a large extent on the oppos- 
ition groups, If they ate in a fight- 
ing mood, they may prolong it indef- 
initely. The Government hoyes for 
prorogation in July in order .> pre- 
pare for the Imperial Economic Con- 
ference in Ottawa this summer. 


Conserving 
Game Birds 


The recent anmouncement of Hion. 
George Hoadley that the Alberta 
Game act will be revised next year, 
has arpused much interest among 
lovers Of wild life. Judging by the 
comments of the minister, special at- 
tention is being paid to the preserva- 
tion of game birds. With their pro- 
tection in mind, it is suggested that 
additional bodies of water will be set 
aside as sanctuaries for their use on 
seasonal flights north and south. In 
addition willowed sections of land 
also will be reserved. Ideas and 
suggestions are invited from all pers 
sons or organizations interested. 

No doubt the provincial govern- 
ment will also avail itself of the re- 
sults of a special study now being 


carried on by the federal department 
of the interior. According to a re- 
cent number of ‘Natural Resources,’ 
a publication issued regularly by the 
department, it has announced a plan 
of intensive study of the habits and 
movements of migratory birds of this 
continent and has enlisted the co-op- 
eration of several hundred voluntary 
observers. It ts estimated that be- 
tween 76 and 80 per cent. of 
the ducks and geese of North Amer- 
ica are raised in Canada, and that ‘a 
very large share of the continent’s 
duck supply is hatched in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta.’ Much of 
the information upon which this es- 
timate is based came as a result of 
observations by sportsmen and bird 
lovers and, believing that no other 
system is so practical, the depart- 
ment plans its application to the 
present investigation. 

Im the last quarter century great 
changes have taken place in the 
breeding grounds of ducks. Settlers 
have moved in, much slough and 
has been drained or has dried up. 
When ‘dry conditions prevail and 
marshes and small lakes shrink, the 
effect on the duck population is 
marked. Some naturalists have giv- 
en it as their opinion that with the 
advance of settlement, these water 
birds were retreating northward and 
establishing new breeding groundg. 
The department of the interior is nof 
inclined to agree with this view. It 
is pointed out that a study of the 
well-known ‘ranges of many of the 
species of Cariadian ducks, shows 
that most of northern Canada is out- 
side the breeding range and that It 
would nest elsewhere. It is hoped, by 
the reports of hundreds of observers 
spread over a wide area, to gain a 
more exact knowledge of the ques- 
tion. If. the department is correct, 
in its present deductioss, the neces- 
sity of creating many additional 
sanctuaries is indieated, if the breed- 
ing grounds. are to be maintained in 
sufficient profusion, Alberta appears 
to be on the right track. It is not of 
much use to declare closed seasons if 
the ducks are not first of all. given 
an opportunity to increase and mul- 
tiply.

To Be Hanged 


Found guilty of the murder of 
Ernest Midwinter, Calgary taxi driv- 
er last August, Mike Radko and Bert- 
ram Jones were sentenced to be 
‘*hanged until dead’’ on June 10 by 
Chief Justice Simmons in Criminal 
Assize Court at 6.15 o’clock Wednes- 
day evening at Calgary. Both men 
accepted the sentence with smiles and 
valmly walked with police officials 
from the dock to their cells. 

Addresses by counsel for the crown 
and the accused men were completed 
by 5 o'clock, after which the jury re- 
tired and the Court adjourned until 6 
o’clock. The jury had, however, by 
that time arrived at its verdict and 
promptly filed into court, where a 
large gathering awaited to hear the 
verdict. 

The Clerk of the Court, A. G. A. 
Clowes, called the names of the jur- 
ors, after which he asked if they had 
arrived at a verdict. The foreman an- 
nounced that the jury had done so, 
and on being asked for the verdict, 
replied: 

‘‘We find Mike Radko guilty of 
murder. We find Bertram Jones 
guilty of murder.’’ 

Chief Justice Simmons, before pro- 
nouncing sentence, asked the convict- 
ed men if they had anyithing to say: 

Jones stood up, saying clearly: ‘‘I 
have nothing to say,’’ and sat down 
with a smile. Radko was defiant to 
the end, even refraining from stand- 
ing on his feet when addressed by 
the Chief Justice. He had nothing to 
say, but had to be told by his police 
escort to stand up. He did so, giv- 
ing a broad smile. 

“*You will be taken from*here to 
the provincial jail at Lethbridge,’’ 
announced the Chief Justice, ‘‘where 
you will remain until June 10, when 
you will both be hanged until you are 
dead.’’ 

This coneluded the trial which had 
been followed closely by the public 
and by the members of the legal pro- 
fession, the court room being crowd- 
ed during ‘the three days of the trial. 
The two condemned men were im- 
mediately handcuffed and taken 
back to the cells by officers of the 
provincial police, and displayed the 
same daring and smiling attitude 
which they had borne throughout the 
trial.

Canada Protests 
Against Killing 
of Capt. Cluett 


Washington,+ Mir. 18--Formal pro- 
test against the firing on and seisure 
of the Canadian rum-runner Joseph- 
ine K., motor vessel of Canadian reg- 
istry, was made to the state depart- 
ment Tuesday by the Canadian gov- 
ernment. This was the second maj- 
or diplomatic incident between the 
Washington and Ottawa governments 
to result from prohibition enforce- 
ment efforts by the coast guard. 

The first grew out of the sinking 
of the I’m Alone off the Louisian- 
na coast in 1929. The Josephine K. 
was fired on by the United States 
coastguard cutter in January, off 
New York.

These were that the Joseph- 
ine K. was outside. one hour’s sailing 
distance from shore, provided by a 
treaty as the lim‘t of the U.S. right 
to search and seize suspected vessels;

With Result of Horse Sale 


The eighth annual Lacombe Horse 


Sale on March 9th and 10th was a 
decided success. 605 horses were sold 
for a total of $33,465.00, or an aver- 
age of $55.30 per head. Prices were 
considerably lower than in 1930 when 
357 horses brought an average of 
$82.85, but considering the very 
large number of horses sold this 
year, and the drop in prices of all 
other lines of farm animals, most 
farmers were well satisfied. This 
year farmers were selling any hors- 
es which they could possibly spare 
to raise a little cash and many eged 
hors:s were sold, and a large number 
of 3 and 4 year old horses which 
were too young to suit the large buy- 
ers. These young horses were bought 
by lecal farmers who can use them 

yr a year or two and resell them at 

good profit. 

Cllydesdales have been bred mainly 
in the Lacombe district and of the 
605 horses sold 303 were Clydesdale 
grades, 202 were Percheron, or Per- 
cheron-Clydesdale grades, while 
Belgian and 24 Shire grades, and 30 
lighter horses made up a number of 
very good light delivery horses 
weighing 1300 to 1400 pounds which 
sold at high prices, and a few saddle 
horses and standard breds. The great 
majority of the horses were good 
farm chunks weighing from 1400 
to 1500 pounds. Young, well-fitted 
horses of this class sold readily at 
$60.00 to $90.00. A dozen or more 
of real drafters weighing from 1600 
to 1900 pounds brought from $100.00 
to $146.00, and one big 5-year-old 
Clyde-Belgian crossbred mare was 
the hig! priced single horse sold, 
at $160.( Several well mated 
teams sold at from $225.00 to $250.00 
with one team of 7-year-old Percher- 
on-Clydésdale mares topping the sale 
at $325.00. Al ithe horses were in 
good flesh but many would have 
brought considerably more money if 
they had been stabled for a month 
with a good grooming. 

The presence of a large number of 


horse buyers from Vancouver to Hal- | 


ifax made the sale a success. Quite 
the largest buyers were the New 
Canadian Horse Exchange, Montreal, 
represented: by Alex Picov and B. 
Bodinoff, who bought 10 cars, and 
a total of 171 horses. These enter- 
prizing yoihg dealers greatly pleased 
the local” " farmers, by their willing- 
ness to pay fairy prices for all good 
horses offered. They bought the 
two bighest priged teams sold and the 
three hi priced single horses. 
The ee oe buyer was Pat 
Mead, ef Toronto, who bought 4 
cars. Geo: Williamson and R. B.

James also bought 5 cars for ship- 


ment to Toronto. A. Wismer of Ed- 
monton bought 2 cars, while George 
Wilson, Calgary, and C. K. Kent each 
bought 1 car for shipment to Nova 
Scotia. E. Aitkinson shipped 1 car 
of the heavier horses to Vancouver. 
A large number of horses were 
bought for Coulter Bros., Toronto. 

The sale of 24 carloads of horses 
for shipment out of the Province 
brought a large amount of cash to 
farmers in the Lacombe district. 

Almost ail the horses offered were 
raised by farmers within a radius of 
30 miles of Lacombe. These farm 
raised horses were handled from the 
time they were foaled, and are all 
quiet and well broken to farm work, 

which strongly appearls to eastern 
boyers. Amother feature of the La- 
combe Horse Sale which greatly 
pleased outside buyers is the excel- 
tent way in which the sale is  con- 
ducted. Proof of this’ is that on the 
first day 402 horses were sold in 420 
minutes at an average price of $61.08 
very fast work for sellers, buyers, 
auctioneers, and the secretary of the 
sale. The C.P.R. gave excellent ser- 
vice in shipping out the long train 
load of 24 cars of horses. 

Credit for the efficient manage- 
ment of the sale must be given first 
to Jesse Fraser, the Secretary and 
business manager, and to Clarence 
Damron, the auctioneer. Many of 
the outside buyers stated that these 
two men are the most expert sale 
managers they have met.
